RULES AND BY-LAWS 


The original plat of said cemetery, 
was recorded in Plat Record No. i by 
Page 52, in the Recorder’s Office of 
DeKalb Co., Ind., May 23, 1867, and 
was incorporated under the laws of 
the State of Indiana, governing places 
for the burial of the dead, July 1, 1875, 
and additions Nos. 1 and 2 were duly 
recorded in Record No. 2, Page 184, 
in said office, August 2, 1897. 

The several sections of the statutes 
of Indiana having reference to the in- 
corporation and government of ceme- 
teries are made a part of this record. 
See Sections 3589, 3590, 3591, 3592 and 
3593, Revised Statut-s State of In- 
diana, and such other sections as may 
apply, and the following Rules or By- 
Laws, in conformity with the fore- 
going sections are hereby adopted as 
a revision of all former regulations. 

I. The name of this cemetery shall 
be The Waterloo Cemetery, situated 
in the northwest part of said town, in 
Section 3, Township 34, north of 
Range 13 East, DeKalb Co., Indiana, 
as recorded in the record of town plats 
of said county aforesaid. 

ll. Said Cemetery shall be govern- 
ed by a board of five directors, chosen 
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biennially, on the first Monday in Jan- 
vary in the odd calendar year, (the 
last election having been held Jan. 
2, 1933). Each lot owner shall have 
a right to cast one vote for each Jot 
or lots so owned by him, and the per- 
sons having a majority of the votes 
cast shall be declared elected and 
shall hold their ofiice for two years 
or until their successors are elected, 
and a certificate of their election shall 
be filed with the Recorder of the 
County, notice of said election to be 
published in a local paper at least ten 
days prior thereto. 

That an annual meeting shall be 
held the first Monday in January each 
year, at 2 o’clock p. m., at which time 
the officers shall make annual] reports 
to the Board of Directors. 

Ill. The Board of Directors shall 
organize immediately after their elec- 
tion by electing a president, vice 
president, secretary and _ treasurer. 
The Directors are to employ, as soon 
as it is possible for them to do, a 
superintendent of grounds and also a 
sexton. The superintendent is to di- 
rect the improvements and expendi- 
tures thereon, under direction of the 
Board of Directors, and to have power 
to enforce the by-laws of this associa- 
tion. The president shall preside at 
all meetings of the Board of Directors. 
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The vice president shall act in the 
absence of the president. The secre- 
tary shall keep a record of all meet- 
ings, collect assessments and turn the 
money and funds so collected over to 
the treasurer who shall pay the same 
out on orders signed by the president 
and secretary, unless the Board of 
Directors shall enter intc an agree- 
ment with any other organization {to 
perform this part of the duties pre- 
scribed for the secretary. 


IV. The Secretary shall keep a 
record of all transactions of the Di- 
rectors, and do such other work as 
may be required of him, and the 
Treasurer shall keep a faithful ac- 
count of all money received by the 
Association from burials, taxes or sale 
of lots sold for taxes or improvements, 
and shall pay out no money save upon 
the order of the President. 


V. The Sexton shall have charge of 
all burials, and for excavating the 
grave and filling up the same and 
leveling the surplus dirt, shall charge 
a fee of eight dollars for each grave, 
one dollar of this sum shall be paid 
te the Treasurer of the association, 
for use of the association in the up- 
keep of the cemetery grounds. No 
graves shall be permitted to be made 
except under the supervision of the 
Sexton. Provided, that when vaults 
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are used, or extra large rough boxes, 
then an additional charge may be 
made, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Directors, or upon agreement 
with the parties engaging the work, 
but no exhorbitant fee shall be charg- 
ed. When cement vaults are to be 
built in the grave, the sexton may 
charge the sum of twenty ($20.00) 
dollars for each vault, five ($5.00) 
dollars of which sum is to be paid to 
the cemetery association. Said amount 
to be inclusive of digging the grave. 


VI. No burials shall be made 
without a permit in writing from the 
Secretary, unless this power shall be 
delegated to some other party or 
organization, which may be granted 
upon full payment of the burial fee, 
and no grave shall be made on any 
lot without the permission of the lot 
owner, and provided that all arrears 
on said lots have been satisfied. 


Vil. The grounds of this cemetery 
shall be sacred as a burial place of 
the dead and no immoral conduct of 
any sort, nor loud or boisterous acticn 
shall be permitted; and no one shall 
be permitted to pluck flowers, injure 
shrubbery, cut trees, remove plants 
or flowers, damage monuments, or do 
any other act unbecoming the place, 
and it shall be the duty of the Di- 
rectors or the superintendent to prose- 
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cute any violators of this section to 
the full extent of the law. (See Vol- 
Il, G. & H. Statutes, Page 476, Sec. 7, 
which reads: “If any person shall wil- 
fully disfigure any tombstone, monu- 
ment, fence, tree or shrubbery, around 
or within any cemetery, he or she 
shall be fined not exceeding Five 
Hundred Dollars or imprisoned not 
exceeding six months.) 

VIII. Teams or motor vehicles will 
not be permitted to be driven in alleys 
less than eight feet in width. and are 
forbidden to drive across lots, vacant 
or occupied, or to be tied to the trees, 
and any violation will subject the of- 
fender to a fine of not less than $5.00. 


IX. It shall be the duty of every 
lot owner to observe a common grade, 
not filling his lot above the general 
level, and that all lots should be 
covered with sod, that a better uni- 
formity may be observed. All gravel 
covered lots will be sodded as fast 
as funds will permit, that each year 
the cemetery will become more beauti- 
ful as the last resting place for our 
loved ones. Visitors in the cemetery 
shall be required to deposit all trash 
in the receptacles provided for this 
purpose, and not allow same to be left 
on the lots or in the drives. All pot- 
ted plants shall be left in the pots and 
placed in the ground, with the top 
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not extending more than two inches 
above the level of the ground, in order 
that they may be lifted out for mow- 
ing of the lot and replaced in the 
Same position. 


X. An annual assessment of one 
dollar and fifty cents on each full lot, 
seventy-five cents on each half lot, 
and fifty cents on each fraction of a 
lot less than one half may be levied 
by the Board of Directors. The pro- 
ceeds of the same shall be turned into 
the treasury of the association to be 
used for the purpose of improving, 
maintaining, protecting and beautify- 
ing its grounds, or for enhancing its 
conveniences as in the judgment of 
the Board of Directors is desirable. 
The Board of Directors shall fix the 
penalties for non-payment of said as- 
sessments and collect the same under 
any act of the General Assembly of 
the State of Indiana that may be in 
force from time to time. The pro- 
ceeds of the same shall be turned inte 
the treasury of the Association for 
the general use of the same, to be 
used in the same manner as all other 
assessments so levied are made. 


XI. Any lot owner may have the 
privilege of paying the whole sum of 
twenty-five dollars into the treasury 
of the association, to be held as a 
trust fund with bonded security, or in- 
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vested in government bonds, the inter- 
est on which shall be paid into the 
treasury of the association as_ it 
comes due, to be used in lieu of any 
and all assessments so made as pro- 
vided for in article X. That one hali 
lots may be endowed for the sum of 
fifteen dollars, under the same con- 
ditions and provisions as full lots. In 
all cases the principal sum shall not 
be used for any other purpose than 
herein stated. Each lot owner pay- 
ing the endowment sum shall receive 
an endowment certificate, showing 
that said lot so covered is exempt 
from any and all annual assessments. 


The Board of Directors may have 
the right to accept from any lot own- 
er, under a suflicient warranty deed, 
any lot or fraction of a lot, unoccu- 
pied, as a part payment toward an 
endowment of another lot, at such 
consideration as may be agreed upon 
by the Board of Directors, and said 
fraction of a lot to be deeded to the 
Board of Directors, who shall dis- 
pose of said lot at such time as op- 
portunity affords, and that said money 
so received for the same, shall be 
added to the perpetual fund of the 
association. 

XII. The Board of Directors may 
have the right to change the By-Laws 
by presenting the change in writing 
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at any meeting, of the Directors, and 


by being passed by a majority vote at | 


a subsequent meeting called for that 
purpose thirty days later.

DECORATION DAY NOTICED 


Hon. Charles A. Bowersox, of Bryan, delivers the 
address of the day.—Attended by a 
Large Crowd of People. 


Decoration Day was observed in 
Waterloo on Saturday in compliance 
with general orders and the day was 
as near pertect as could be wished for, 
and it is generally conceded that the 


exercises Were the most complete and 


satisfactory ever held in this place. 
It was a day devoted to the memories 
of one of the greatest struggles in his- 
tory and in commemoration of the 
men who made great sacrifices and to 
all who carried great sorrows and 
burdens of trouble unknown to the 
present generation. It is estimated 
that in the present century 30,000,000 
of lives among civilized people have 
been sacrificed in war and the burial 
places of 355,000 of Union soldiers, 
marked by the beneficent hand of a 
grateful republic, bears evidence that 
the struggle for the perpetuation of 


our union was not the least of the 
sanguinary contests of the 19th cen- 
tury. This great struggle for the 
preservation of our union settled the 
right of secession forever and re- 
sulted in a more perfect union and a 
stronger and greater nationality. 
Memorial day is not a day to re-kindle ' 
the fires of sectional hate or bitter 
memories, but rather in the chasten- 
ed spirit of sad memories to build in 
the hearts of the present generation, 
avspirit of loyal love for the greater 
and higher ideal to which our nation 
has been builded. Long since the 
Sentiment of bitterness associated 
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with the days of fearful carnage has 
passed- Those who won and those 
who failed in the war have agreed as 
to the achieyements. As to questions 
of bravery and valor neither side can 
assert that the other was lacking and 
all agree that we have but one coun- 
try and one flag, and on this memorial 
day all join in aspirations of an exult- 
ant American citizenship. The day 
we observe is annually growing in int- 
erest and by the education of the 
young along lines of patriotic impulse 
the bonds of the union are being 
strengthened and the dangers of revo- 
lution from contaminating influences 
brought to our shores by the foreign 
elements will be averted or at least 
lessened and the hope of our nation in 
its perpetuation and safety from in- 
ternal strifes is in the proper educa- 
tion of the children. The foreigner 
who comes to our shores with preju- 
dice established and without knowl- 
or respect for our institutions, has not 
learned to love our flag, the red, white 
and blue, and when the children all 
learn to love it because of what it re- 
presents and for what it cost, then is 
the hope of the nation assured. 

Early in the morning the national 
flay began to appear and each neigh-

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bor, catching the inspiration as the 
bright colors were unfurled on the 
outer wall, was quick to add to the 
outward evidences of patriotism. One 
of the prettiest pictures was the 
children assembling on the school 
grounds until fully 200, with their rol- 
icking merry chatter, bearing flags, 
organized into companies and became 
veritably an army with banners. At 
10 o’clock, Post 52, G. A. R., and W. 
R. C., No. 27, with quite an addition 
from the Post and Corps of Auburn, 
marched from Post hall to the new 
opera. house, escorted by Co. I, 3d 
Regt., I. N.G.,in full uniform and 
arms. ‘The speaker, Hon. C. A. Bow- 
ersox, With the committee, were met |, 
at the school park where the children 
waved a salute with flags. The differ- 
ent organizations then marched to the 
opera house. The children, under 
command of Mrs. J. P. McCague, Mrs. 
L. F. Stamets and Capt. J. C. Brand, 
with their teachers, Misses Lizzie 
Dittman, Lulu Rempis and Mrs. 
Myrtle Ball, occupied the stage. 
There were fully 200 on the stage and 
each one carried a national flag and as 


they sang patriotic hymns the waving 
of the flags was an inspiring sight. 
The choir, under the direction of Prof. 
C. TR. Reed sang some appropriate 
songs. The ritual service.of the G. A. 
R. was followed, and Carrie M. Fran- 
cis, president of the Relief Corps, 
read the general orders. 


The address of the day was deliver- 
ed by Hon. Charles <A, Bowersox, of 
Bryan, O. His address was replete 
with patriotic sentiment and facts. 
He is a ready speaker with a fine com- 
mand of language and his heart is in 
the right place. Ilis address elicited 
frequent applause and was the subject 
of much favorable comment. We re- 
gret our inability to produce it in-ts |) 
entirety. Hespoke of the incidents 
leading up to the war, the thrilling 
scenes and patriotic action of the 
whole people in 1861, and gave high 
praise to the soldiers who left the 
workshop, counting room, farm, pul- 
pit, or court room, not for eleyen or 
thirteen dollars per month, nor for the 
promise of conquest in lands, but for 
pure patriotism, in defense of the old 
flag. The speaker, in an eloquent 
manner, portrayed the events of the 
war and drew from it the lessons to 
be learned by the present generation, 
His address commanded the undivid- 
ed attention of the seven hundred 
people packed in thehall.

Left Them,

Camp Mount, INDIANAPOLIS, May 2 
--The members of Co. I, begin to real- 
ize more fully than ever the real mean- 
ing of a soldier’s life. It is being 
clearly shown that this camp is not 
one of pleasure, but one meaning busi- 


ness. The routine of camp life is be-]} 


ing carried out very strictly, and the 
boys have little time for pleasure or 
rest. Relative to Co. I, they are by 
no means an exception to this rule. 
But in spite of rigidity, the boys are 
located as comfortably as could be ex- 


pected under the circumstances. Much } 


to their preference the barns and 


buildings of the State Fair grounds, | 
the site of the camp, have been utiliz- | 


ed for company quarters instead of 
tents, owing partly to the reasons that. 
tents are lacking, because of the new 
recruits having been recently admitt- 
ed. The latest census of the camp 
shows 4,710 men in camp enlisted. 

On arriving at camp, Tuesday even- 
ing April 26, at 8:30, we were immedi- 
ately quartered in one of these barns, 
in company with Co. H, of Angola. 
Those who had been in camp before 
had somewhat the advantage in know- 
ing just how to take hold, and accord- 
ingly soon had plenty of straw and 
blankets, which were perhaps some- 
what lacking tothe raw recruits. The 
men were placed four or tive in a stall, 
in one of the stock barns, and fire was 
built on the ground down the center 
of the barn. Every thing was closed 
up and the men hurried to bed as soon 
as possible. The need of biankets be- 
came evident, before morning, as has 
been the vage ever since, the weather 
becoming extremely cold at times, so 
that men were unable to sleep. More 
blankets could still be used in the com- 
pany, although the men are quite com- 
fortable in this respect at present. 

The general health of the camp is 
remarkably good. Only three men 
have responded to sick call from our 
company, Edson Mosher, for an ex- 
treme cold, R. Wes McBride, upon 
whom was preformed the first surgical 
operation incamp, he having had sey- 
eral severe boilson the fore-arm lanc- 
ed. Ne is thus released from duty for 
a time, also, Paul Duncan, fora sprain- 
ed ankle. Measles have appeared in 
camp, butare closely quarantined, and 
considered safe. One case of ‘“gray- 
backs’’ was reported in Co. H, who are 
in the same quarters with us, but this 
cannot be coutined. | i

present. Hardtack, with some soft 
bread, coffee, ricey hominy, potatoes, 
beans, bacon and beef are the main ra- 
tions. In addition, we have received 


tomatoes, prunes and dried peaches, ° 


and pickles as extras. However, they 
are beginning to cut out the extras, 
and soft bread isa luxury soon to be 
abolished. Cooks have been detailed 
from the company, and are able to 
make the best of the circumstances.

The day was hot, 
windy and dusty, but notwithstanding 
this fact, a crowd of about.65,000 peo- 
ple were collected on the grounds. An 
inspection was held in the morning, 
thus depriving the boys of the privi- 
lege of attending church. Great in- 
terest was manifested when the Wa- 
terloo delegation arrived, and boxes, 
baskets, letters.and yerbal messages 
were handled about in great profusion, 
The buys were all very glad to see 
every acquaintance, and many were 
disappointed in not seeing expected 
friends. When the delegation left for 
home, there was some homesickness in 
camp, and many expressed by looks a 
desire to return, but in spite of this, 
they stood the circumstance. bravely, 
and bade farwell with a resolve to obey 
duty’s call before considering their 
own welfare. 

A grand review was ordered for Sun- 
day afternoon, and it was pronounced 
a fine sight by allonlookers. The am-

Address at the Opera House |

HON. GEORGE F. MOSHER, 


of Hillsdale College, the Speaker.—Touches on the 
Honesty of Little Things.—@Qood 
Books Mentioned. 


———— 


The baccalaureate address delivered 
in the Waterloo opera house, Sunday | 


evening, by Hon. Geo. F. Mosher, 
Presidentof Hillsdale college, was a/! 
masterful effort, in that the sentiment | 
was of the highest character, and 
purely logical as. well as practical. 
The theme chosen was ‘‘The cultiva- 
tion of the moral sense,’’ and this was 
divided into three sections; first, 
“What is the mural sense;”’ second, 
‘Some of the temptations in the way 
of the graduating class,’’ and the 
third, ‘Some of the means to be used 
in overcoming the evils, and in the de- 
velopement of the’moral sense.’”’ The 
moral sense is not conscience, neither 
is it purely intellectual, for the testi- 
mony of all institutions of learning 
proves that inteliectual developement 
does not necessarily add to moral sense. 
The use of the moral sense is the abil- 
ity of the will power to assert itself 
upon the side of right. The negative, 
of this proposition wherein the will 
power is prone to evil, proves thatit is 
necessary to exert the will on side of 
good morals. The moral sense is that 
faculty of the human mind which ap- 
proves or disapproves of ail questions 
at once. The temptations of the stu- 
dent to cheat in examinations, in the 
answering of questions, or on the ath- 
letic field by putting forth the best ef- 
forts, not because itis right, but to’ 
receive the plaudits from the galleries. 
Incidentally he touched an the hon- 
esty of paying debts, and surely the 
man or woman who absolutely refuses 
to pay a just debt, is deficient in the 
cultivation of the moral sense, and by 
this measurement, a careful observer | 
will discover that the public at large 
needs considerable education along. 
this line. Some of the methods by , 
which the moral sense may be culti- 
vated, are the selection of good com- 
panions. A companion who is not 
honest will corrupt those with whom 
he comes in contact. Good literature 
and the speaker gave high compliment 
to many of the good books to be secur- 
ed, and incidentally condemned others, 
where the author was not renowned 
for moral rectitude. Above all, he| 
recommended the book of books, as 
the purest literature, and for its bene- 
ficial results in the cultivation of the 
moral sense. Books are unsafe where 
the sentiment is on the wrong side of 
moral issue. The quotations and in-

address was full of the sweetest truth 


and valuable for its currect teaching. , 


The speaker is only an orator in the 


sense that he believed the sentiment 


advanced, and spoke from the fullness 
of a well ordered mind. It was the 
“still small voice’ manifested in the 
well rounded sentences, which carried 


the lessons of deepest import to the. 


hearer. The graduating class are en- 
titled to congratulations for securing 
Prof. Mosher, A large audience greet- 
ed him, and in the main the most pro- 
found attention was given to the ad- 
dress.

On Train Leaving Macon, Ga., June 
2.--The One-hundred-and-fifty-seventh 
left Chickamauga Park, Wednesday 
morning at 9 o’clock, and made the 
march to Ringgold, Ga., about ten 
toiles, though terrific heat and dust, 
in comparatively short time, and in 
good trim. The thermometer regis- 
tered about 95 degrees in the shade, 
and many of the boys dropped out from 
exhaustion and overheating, alLhough 
-itis thought by many that some of 
these only fell out to be picked up by 


| the wagon train behind, and secure a 


“snap” way of getting to the station. 
Some who took the wagon trains, how- 
ever, report a rough time in being 
thrown from the load, owing to its top 
heaviness and some frisky mules. But 
considering all things, the march was 
accomplished in good shape, over high 
hills and hard roads. The trip was 
made in less time than was occupied 
by the regulars, and in two hours less 
time than the Ohio regiment which

The regiment has borne, the name |

The regiment left Ringgold in three 
sections, the first being the baggage 
and the last tw the troops, who were 
carried in Pullmans, which, although 
of old. patterns, afforded a great 
amount of comfort. The section 
bearing Co. I left. about ten o’clock 
Wedhesday evening. From thirty to 
thirby-six men were quartered in each 
car,.and one of the cars carrying-part | 
of Co. I, was. named the :‘‘Maine.”’ 
The car burstedan air hose’ on the 
trip but had no other accident, but it 
was noticed by many and, a great 
many superstitious ones talked of the 
possibility qf asaccident. The mot- 
‘to of!the boys in the “cap was” “Re- 
member the Maine.”’ 

As the train proceeded southward 
the people along the line became more 
patriotic and enthusiastic than near 
Chickamauga Park. There is a com- 
mon sympathy throughout the South 
in the country’s trouble with Spain. 
No flags flew at Ringgold, and in fact, 
few or none were seen until Atlanta 
was.reached, Several were seen here 
‘and the people were quite enthusias- 
tic. 

’ The thought that each minute was 
taking them farther and farther from 
home and all that each held dear was 
soon chased away by the resolve to do 
their country’s bidding toward pro- 
tecting her interests in a cause which 
everyone knows to be just and right. 

The rate of travel was very slow 
along the line, and the next ‘stop, af- 
ter leaving Macon, of any length, was 
at Naldosta, where coffee was pur- 
chased for supper. A negro at this 
place'said he was anxious to go to war 
but that the white people were afraid 
to go, and that the negroes had organ- 
ized troops but were rejected by the 
governor.

All were equipped 
with canteens, haversacks, containing 
ameatcan, knife, fork, spoon and 
cup, and blanket bag, which must 
contain an extra suit of underwear, 
shirt and pair of socks, besides those 
worn by the person. The blanket 
bag also contained the heavy woolen 
blanket and rubber blanket and above 
jthe blanket bag and around the 
shoulders was a roll containg a service 
tent and hammock. This constituted 
the full equipment, and in addition 
each one could carry any other arti- 
cles he desired, but few were desirous 
of adding to this load.

Many | 
petitions were sent to the Secretary ) 
of War during the past week, to have 
the 157th regiment removed from Fer- 
nandina, Fla,, to some place in the | 
north on account of the alarming in- 
crease of malaria in the regiment. 
The appeals were from men of influ- 
ence, and the Secretary of War wired 
Gov, Mount Monday evening, that ‘if 
it was the wish of the regiment to be 
returned home he would make an or- 
der for its removal to Indianapolis | 
Within five hours,’’? On receipt of this} 
information Gov. Mount wired Colo-! 
nel Studebaker, ‘Friends in Indiana’ 
are anxious that your regiment be or- 
dered to Indianapolis with view of 
having it mustered out. Iam Willing 
to co-operate along any line you may 
suggest. What are your wishes? 
Please wire me at once.’’ At noon 
. Tuesday Col. Studebaker’s answer 
was received: ‘In reply to your mes- | 
sage, I beg to say that the officers of 
the one-hundred-tifty-seyenth are will- | 
ing to await orders, but the enlisted 
men are unanimous in desiring to be 
iwustered out.

Mr. and Mrs. James Bowman cele- 
brated the 60th anniversary of their 
marriage, Tuesday, Sept. 26, at their 
home on North Washington street.

14 Cyrus Bowman, son ot Joha ana 
Matilda Bowman, was born in Van- 
| buren, Onondaga county, N. ¥., Nov, 
9, 1818, and died at his bome in West 
Waterloo, Ind., March 12, 1901, aged 
&2 yeurs, 4 months and 3 days. 

The deceased came of Puritan stock 
—his father a native of New Jersey 
and his mother of Connecticut. Mr, 
Bowman remained with his parents 
in New York state until he reached 
his majority, working on the farm. 
His father entered some land in this 
(Delalb) county in 18388 and gave 160 
acres to his son, who came to the 
couuty in 1839, speuding three years 
in single life, during which time he 
worked hard, clearing land, splitting 
rails, avd cleared tweuty acres ready 
for farming on his own land, 

ln 1842 he returned to New York, 
Where, on June 15, 1843, he was united 
in marriage to Miss Rachael Water- 
man, a native of Vanburen. The 
same fall they removed to this county 
and built a log cabin in the woods 
northeast of Waterloo, where they 
shared each other’s joys and. sorrows 
incident to the hardships of pioneer 
life. :

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‘Funeral services were held at the 
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James, Bowman; 
,/and wife, and Halste 
‘| started from Van Buren, 
20, 1838, for the Hoosier s 
a place where land was cheap, 

We went from home to Canton, 
‘where we took the canal boat for Buf- 
falo, 160 miles: It was a fast convey-’ 
ance in those days, going three miles 
‘|an hour night and day. Nothing un- 
‘usual .took place until they came to: 
|Montezuma marsh. The canal ran! 
through the marsh for seven miles, 
with nothing in sight except coarse 
grass, and as level as a lake and even 
with the top of the water, and looking 

in “all directions we could see nothing 
but coarse grass, and with the noise of 
|afrog and the presentation of a mo- 
squito bill reminded us that we were 
still among the liying, 

The next place was Clyde, noted for 
the manufacture of glass at that time. 
The next place was Rochester, where 
they were celebrating the birthday of 
the city. We still journeyed on until 
we came to Lockport, and there ‘the 
canal ran against a big hill, which, 
from all appearances was. made of blue 
lime stone. We began going up the 
hill by- entering in what they called a 
lock, with two big doors in front of us 
and a stone wall on each side. When 
we got in this place they shut two 
monstrous doors behind us, then they 
let the water. in until one boat rose to 
the top of the wall, then the doors in 
front of us were opened, and we-moved 
the length of. the boat, and then we 
were in another place just like the 
first, and this same performance was 
repeated until we got to the top of the 
hill. We thought it was quite easy for 
a.boat to go up hill if they had the 
,| great state of New York behind it. 

- We, journeyed on towards Buffalo 
and got as far as Blackrock that night, 
and the wind began to blow. The next 
.|day we got to Buffalo, but when we 
|got to Blackrock the canal went in 
:| Niagara river for three miles. The 
wind blew from the west, and we could 
see steam boats and sail boats going 
down the riyer, but did not know what 
| was wrong, until by keeping my mouth 
|shut and ears’ open, I learned ‘that 
‘| these were boats that could not get in 
-| the harbor at Buffalo and had to anchor 
‘| in. the river until the wind quit blowing. 
When we got to Buffalo and things 

taken care of, I went on deck to see 
‘| what I could see. I saw boats coming 
‘|in with the wheel house torn off, and 
saw a schooner with the hatchway 
fastened down and the men on deck 
tied fast so the water could not wash 
them away, and other boats trying to 


‘Tecumseh by horse power, A railroad 
car in those days would seat twelve 
‘persons. The car had four wheels and 
four seats across, with a walk around 
the outside for the conductor to collect 
the fare. There was.a cover over the 
top with sides that would roll up. We 
left Toledo at 9-0’elock in the morning 
“and got to Tecumséh after sunset, -a 
distance of thirty miles. 


William McQueen and [-had brought 
& wagon with us, all but*the box, and 
be went to work fixing up the wagon, 
and I started out to buy a yoke of 
oxen. I found a yoke ‘that suited, and 
‘bought them and got back to Tecum- 
seh in the evening. 

The next morning we finished our 
wagon box, loaded up, and were ready 
to start by noon with our own team 
and wagon. When night came we 
were twenty miles from’ Tecumseh, 
The oxen were smart to travel and we 
were on the great Chicago turnpike 
that had been built by the government 
from Monroe, Mich., to Chicago, Ill. 
Going west on that road was a string 
of teams moving to the west, and they 
‘were mostly a jolly set, and ‘hardly two 
going to the same place, Once in a 
while. we would meet @ team going 
east, They Were people that had got- 
ten homesick and were going back, 

It was settled thick along the turn 
pike, the settlers had not been there 
long, but most of them at home keep- 
ing tavern, We were onthe Froud two 
days, and I don’t think we were out of 
sight of avtavern sign, without it was 
hid by something, fromthe time we 
left Tecumseh until we left the turn- 
pike at Allen’s prairie, six miles west 
from Jonesville, We stayed all night 
with Mrs, Burnsides, and she said she 
began keeping tavern as soon as the 
house was raised and that she got 
breakfast for forty the next morning,

Prairie, turning south, and we had not 
gone far from there until we were all 
alone, and soon were in a streak of 
timber.

I had not gone very far be- 
fore I was almost without any road and 
came to a little’ log house where T 
stopped to ask the way and: an old man 
said he would go and show me the way 
as roads were not very plain. I said no 
you can tell me the way but he said that 
he would go with me, so we started and 
after we got in the road I told him that

go just as well as not, so’ we went on’ 
together walking pretty fast ard com- 
ing toa house he said\he lived there

We chopped as much as we could in 
the winter and in the spring we cleared 
5 acres, planted 3 with corn, 1 to’spring 
wheat and 1 to garden and turnips, In 
the winter I went to Ft, Wayne to buy 
some pork and took, some corn. to the 
mill. I-went with sled and oxen and, 
was there New Year’s night. It began 
to thaw quite early in the morning. I 
bought three hogs, loaded up my grist 
and vtarted for home.

The lake was very rough and it took 
all night to go 30 miles. We stopped 
at Erie and Dunkirk and if I had not 
had théesague for a companion would 
have had a very pleasant trip’ I-got to 
Buffalo, then took passage on a canal 
boat to Canton, 187 miles, When I 
paid my fare I had $5 in counterfeit 
money; that lacked $2 of being enough 
to carry me home I told the. captain 
I would ride as far as my money would 
cafry me and by night I was 20 miles on 
my journey and went to bed and had a 
good sleep and the next morning I felt 
quite well. 

The captain was a very nice man. I 
exspected to have the ague thatday. I 
told the captain I would like to lay down :

After I 
got over the ague’' fever I got up and 
sat on the stern of the boat and talked 
With the steerage man, A bridge took 
his hat off and almost hit me in the 
face.

They helped me out and the 
captain said aren’t you the man that 
had the ague; I told him I was and he 
got a glass half full of brandy; I drank 
it, changed my clothes all but my coat 
and I did not have any more ague for 
two weeks. 

The next day the captain came and 
asked me if I was the man that wanted 
to go to Canton and he said when we 
got there I could get off and that was a 
great relief to me for I could see my } 
way through and when I got to Canton 
I walked 8 miles to my uncles, stayed 
there all night and in the morning I 
started for home, 35 miles distant. 

That ended’my journey of 17 days. 
My face was sore and I had not shaved 
for 12 days and I looked more likea 
badger than a man. I then shaved and 
was ready to go to see my girl. I’had 
that in my mind for’a long year and our 
meeting was a happy one. I found her 
well and our engagement was just as 
good as when made a year before,

When but two’ years 
of age he came with his parents to De- 
Kalb county, where they located on 
the I. N. Cox farm a mile and a haif 
southwest of Ashley. Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel McCague remained on this farm 
for two years and then sold it and 
moved toa farm one mile west of 
Sedan, where they lived until the death 
of the senior Mr. McCague in 1852. 
The subject of this sketch was then 
six years of age, and he Leing the only 
son, lived with his mother and she 
taught school for three years to sup- 
port herself and son. She was then 
united in marriage,to Aaron B. Smith, 
during the year of 1855. To this union 
was born ason, Sanford 8S. who died 
May 24, 1918. The mother’s married 
life continued until 1868, when, at the 
death of her husband, she came to 
Waterloo where she lived for some 
time. 

The subject of this sketch was edu- 
cated in the district schools, and in 
1861 when the war broke out, he being 
but fifteen years of age, tried to enlist 
in the Warof the Rebellion, but on. 
account of his age was rejected. He 


then went tolowa where he secured 
employment on farms in’ Winnesheik 
county. During the time spent in Iowa]! 
he attended school in Decorah, and | 
there became. acquainted with two 
daughters of John Brown, the famous 
anti-slavery agitator of Osawatomie.

Chester C, Bowman, aged about: 
155, shot himself through the mouth 
with a revolver late Thursday after- 
‘noon along a roatalae near erga 
Michy- = 

Bowman went to Bath, Mich., sever- 
al weeks ago where he had been stay- 
ing with an uncle, John Reasoner. He 
left Bath and went to Lansing, and 
on his return drove his car to the 
side of the road and parked. Plac- 
ing the muzzle of his revolver in his 
mouth he pulled the trigger. A Mich- 
iligan state policeman discovered the 
body later in the day and a note left 
identified him and gave instructions |: 
what to do with the body. 

Bowman spent most of his life in 
Waterloo. He was a son of the late 
W. F. Bowman, who also committed 
suicide at his home here several years 
ago by taking carbolic acid. At one 
time Bowman conducted a dray line 
in Waterloo and later entered the 
grocery business with his father, ‘He 
had been in the insurance business 
here and was appointed justice of the 
peace to succeed Colonel EH, Montavon, 
serving until his successor was elect- 
ed at the last general election. Of 
late Bowman had been employed as 
an automobile salesman. He got it 
to trouble on several occasions by 
passing fraudulent checks and each 
time succeeded in raising the neces- 
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' gary money with which to take care 
of the checks, The trouble he had 
and financial difficulties are believed 
to be the cause of his suicide. His 
wife died suddenly of a heart attack 
about three years ago.
